However, Kamezawa discloses the display unit (LCD, 1 1 fig. 3) displays when the signal indicates wake-up operation, see (col. 1 , lines 49 

58 to col. 2, line 1 , col. 4, lines 23-50, col. 6, lines 14-26). Thus, Kamezawa discloses displaying indication of the receipt of a 

predetermined wake-up packet when delivered over network taught by Schmidt. 

Thus, the system of Schmidt 'and Kamezawa combined art discloses the claimed limitations. 
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
